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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1,2,4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Carter (3629033). 

Carter discloses a wood product comprising a composite substrate having an 
exterior layer that presents a first exterior surface (figure 9 number 1 3), a core defining 
the interior of the substrate, the cored being exposed on a second exterior surface of 
the substrate (figure 2 number 11), and treated paper substantially covering and affixed 
to at least a portion of the second exterior surface (figure 2 number 13). Carter 
discloses that the substrate comprises laminated veneer lumber and wherein the first 
surface comprise a surface on an outer veneer of the substrate and the second surface 
comprises edges of veneer layers in the laminated veneer lumber (col.1 lines 40-42). 
Carter discloses that the substrate is elongate and wherein the paper covers the side 
edge of the substrate (figure2 number 13). Carter discloses that paper covers both a 
portion of the first exterior surface and the side edge (figure 2 number 13). Carter 
discloses that the substrate has a substantially rectangular cross section and where the 
paper covers three sides of it (figure 2 col. 1 lines 40-61 ). Carter discloses that the 
paper covers substantially all of the substrate (figure 2 number 1 3). Carter discloses 
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that the substrate covers a portion of the fourth side thereof (figure 2 number 13 and 
col. 1 lines 40-61). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Carter in 
view of Podosek (6364236). 

Carter discloses the wood product described above. Carter discloses that the 
substrate comprises a chipboard and wherein the first surface comprises a top surface 
of the chipboard and the second surface comprises an edge of the chipboard (col. 4 line 
14). Carter fails to disclose that the substrate comprises a fiberboard and wherein the 
first surface comprises a top surface of the fiberboard and the second surface 
comprises an edge of the fiberboard. Podosek teaches that the substrate comprises a 
fiberboard and wherein the first surface comprises a top surface of the fiberboard and 
the second surface comprises an edge of the fiberboard (col. 4 line 40) for the purpose 
to form the front cover, spine and rear cover of a binder (col. 4 lines 43-44). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
applicant's invention was made to have used a fiberboard in place of the chipboard 
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disclosed in Carter since Podosek teaches the equivalence of the chipboard and 
fiberboard in book covers.
